The ihiprussion in given 
in variout way* that ttmbor troos do 
not do well on land that la rich enough 
to produoo corn, potatoes, and the 
vai'imm kiiulH of small craina. Hoat 
of tlio lirHt HnttlerH on llio prairloH were 
of the opinion that commiui foreat 
troea wbuld MX-frowM-HtMa. They 
found them treeleai, but they saw treoa 
of variouK kinda on tho clovatlona in 
tho vicinity and along tho wntor 
rouraua. They oaoM to the oonoluaion 
that prairie aott WM too iM for foreat 

Ircca. 

It IriH^ Ihi.t tlir Kiiml |)liiinj and 
rldgua of Aliobitcaii woro uuvurud with 
IllnM ud other Idnda of evergreen 
tkeeebpivSe waa the almost barren aoU 
in many parts of Xow England and the 
Southern States. AlmoHt all tho 
mountain ranKcd in the country are 
covered witli trcetf of hoiim- sort. Much 
of the Very low land in the South is oc- 
cupied by cypress treos, while cedar 
and ta m a r eol c trees grow la swamp* in 
many porta of tho North. It is not 
truo, however, that theso location* 
and thoao Rortn of soil ai i' tho best for 
them. They llourisli imt hiM-nuBc their 
conditiona aru thu moat favorablo to 
thom, but.for the reason* that they con 
adapt thaBuelves to unfaTOrable con> 
ditions and make the best of thom. 
Thuy show that they can makea brare 
etrugglo for exi»t<mco and can succeed 
in apilG of Very \nifnvorablo circum- 
stonco*. They do nut indicate the beat 
places to plant treos to insuro tho' 
largest or the quiolcest growth. In 
many eaeee they limply ahow that tho 
Btonea. barren soil, or aatoturet have 
proTented their being destroyed by 
fire. 

Pomnns who eoe troea of oonsldor' 
able aizo on aandy )>lalns or rooky hill> 
aidoa or in Bwampa do notcoiii*idorhow 
long It took them to aUuin their 
growth. Many of thom, la all prob- 
alillity, were growing and were of oon< 
eidorable also when the continent was 
dIacoTered by Columbus. There Is no 
poroeptlble change ia their height or 
drcumferonco during a deciula Thoy 
(lid not piutH from luri^^o to hiiuiU trooa 
during tho lifetime of a man nor dui> 
lngaeeatarr« Otif »^»» tree* «bik 
resenta the al&w growth made during 
many penorationa of men. It may be 
well to hi t out troea on unsightly por- 
tion.s of land to which no manure haa 
b. uii applied and which ha.s novor been 
prepared fur planting. But the planter 
ahoiild not expect that the tree* wIU 
make a rapid growth or that he will' 
ever derive any iiocunlftry benefit from 
them. The moat that can reasonably 
ho (>xpo<!te'd from thi'm ia that they 
will cover tho nakedncHH of tho land 
ao tliat the owner will not bo ashamed 
of tt.— CMioye

Although there are dosou of moth, 
ods for presorring eggs, yet but fow 
of them era worthy of notice. Limed 
pgga havo t)ccn almost unsalahlo thia 
year, and tho liniu inuthod will soon 
be dUcordod. We givo below a fow 
mica Uwt will enable our readers to 
proaonreegfala* good condition .far 
at least three months, though e|g* 
have been kept aa long a* its monttui 
hy tho proooaa. 

1. Always uso fresh oj:[,'s, and do not 
rely on those from your neighbor. 
You must know that erery egg is 
fresh, aa one (tale egg may Injare alL 

2. Use oggs only from bona not In 
coin]>nny with oocks, aa such ogga will 
keop tliroo times as lon^ oa those con- 
taining ;;er-ms of chicks. 

8. Keep them In a cool place — tho 
coolaistho.hf^er. Anywhere near forty 
deg. above' aero wiU answer, though 
sixty deg. will be ooel wough for a 
few nonth*. Only fib oluMfU thategga 

do not froozo. 

4. Turn them half ovui* throQ time* a 
week, to prevent thom from odtterlng 
to tho shells. The turning of the eggs 
is very important, and is one of tho *e> 
orota of aucceaa. 

A. No pocking mntorlnl la nooessary. 
Simply lay thom on racks or shelves; 
though. If preftirred, they may he 
packed In boxoa, iu dry outs, and thu 
box** turned. 

8. Solutions, greasing the eggs, egg- 
preeervlng pceparattons, eto,, s^ un- 
neoessary, as some of them injiire the 
appearance of tho eggs. 

7. Wash every egg ql— n before 
placing It with the othors. 

If the above rules are followed theoo 
will be no difference between eggs so 
preserved and those that are fresh. 
Me peraon can succeed In preserving 
eggs who buys them from all sources, 
and who does not know Just when 
every ogg was laid, and It la on that 
|H>iut thut ao many failures oeour. 
You can not pliico any dopondenco on 
ogga except from your own hens. . 
Even your neW^hbor is sometimes un- 
able to prevent getting a stale egg In 
among tho fresh onies. Never uao 
atalo eggs as nnst ogga, or allow sit- 
ting hens to bo in tho room with your 
layers. Tho greatest care should be 
exeroiaed, and the egg* kifit jUwv*

II is 
no uao to suy they aro "only dumb 
brutes." It U truo they can not talk, 
but, like dumb or blind men, their in- 
telligence in other roapocta la doubled. 
You cim make friends of all your 
animals if you take the trouble to do ao. 

— All grass crops make the beat hoy 
if out before the seetl-beodfl form. 
When a plant producij seed it has per- 
formed Ita mission and atored much of 
ita ttutrlUou* mattMf la t^ *eed. To 
eeouro the torgeat amount of nutrition 
in hoy the graaa ahould bo cut while 
the stalks ond blode* oontain the ele- 
monta that would otherwise bo diroctod 
to tho formation of so.'d. 

— When stuck Is turned on the past- 
ure and there left oU day, the water 
supply must bo looked otter. A milch 
cow must have plenty of water.. She 
can not wait until sha Is driven tip at 
night Tho water is a norcssary con- 
stituent of tin; milk, and she must 
liavelt during tho time the milk Is 
being manufactured. If deprived of 
woter during the warm days hur sup-

— One who has tried It statos that 
burning scraps of old ruliber, rubber 
boots Of sbooa, upona pun of coals that 
ia circulated among tho trees of an 
orchard will cause all Insect.s to do- 
part. This is a very simple moans, 
but we should fear that they would re- 
turn after o'litUe time. The clolm 
was that thcro was o sort of conalst- 
onoo to tho amoko thot odhered to 
le.ivos, blossoms, and even the trunks 
of trees, which, hein;,^ repulsive to in- 
sects, drives thom away, and also holds 
4ts v(rta« f or «ome time. If this Is a 
reliable remedy It will bo convenient 
to repel roso-bngs during their period 
of greatest Injury. 

— Thoro nro farmers scattered ovory- 
wherc all over tho laud, who would be 
In iinlepcndont olroumstonces to-dny, 
instead of fuming ond trotting around, 
trying to lift the mortgnoes on their 
farms. If they had adopted more sys- 
tem and method In their work, and 
thei-oforo stopped the little leaks that 
huvo kept them behind, and always 
will. There must he Hyst.Mn .-iIkhiI tho 
form If we would have every tiling' ruUr 
uiiig almost smoothly, without a jar or 
strain. In othor words, thero must bo 
a phioe for every thing and every thing 
must be kept In ita plooe.— <%>o 
Farmer. 



THS LOGO WEED. 

now to Troat Anlmola flointrlns from Ila 
IMagaroaa JUTaoU. 

Tho loco or "orosy" wood, about 
wbioh ranohmen give various and 
somotlmesconfllotlngstatomonts. Is tho 
subject of o poper by Prof. Soyre, of 
the Konsae State University, ond incor- 
porated in a report of the State Board 
of Agriculture. Aooordlng to the pro- 
fessor there oro two plants known as 
the crazy wood conuinm in Kansa.s, 
Colorado ond Now Mexico, tho astrag- 
alus ond oxytM^tU, both belonging to 
the natural orderof legumlnoalu. Doth 
ora ottraotive plant*, ond keep thoir 
color oil winter, 'tba astragalus grows 
on hijjh j^r-ound. it blooms about .funo, 
bearin^r a hri;,'ht-hU"'d Mower: llierearo 
a great ln;uiy istalks ijroeeeding from 
the ha:.e. 'I lier.e stjilks aro coinprossed, 
reclining t4)wards tlie b;ise and erect 
and rocurvod above, with soft, silky 
pubesconeo. The leaflets, usually In 
pairs except tho upper ono (compoaod 
of from ten to twenty pairs), aro some- 
what densely clolhi'd with soft, silky 
hairs, more woolly on the uiid-'i- .side, 
'i'ho lluwor stalk is usually lunger than 
the leaf stalk, noked below, bearing » 
rather thick spike of flower*. 

Tho following la a aummary of the 
olTect of loco, baaou on personal in- 
<pilry among ninehmon, by Prof, 
Sayri': Tile animal unaccustemed to 
tho wood will not teueb It aa long as 
goud food Is to bo bad, but after em e 
partaking uf It— driven to It In early 
spring by the wont of green vegeta- 
tion — soon comes to profor It to any 
other food, and finally refuses any 
olher, leaves the lirnl and wildly 
searobcs for loco. The lii-st elfoctupoa 
the onlmal Is halhi 'iiiatifin. When 
led or ridden up tu somo trilling ob- 
struction, such a* o bar or O: rope ly- 
ing In the road, he stops short, ond if 
urged on leaps over It us If It were a 
rail fence font- feet high. Seemingly 
tlio optic n. rve is alteetod; all sense of 
distance and diiiien.sion seems to bo 
lost; a baru nuur at hand is to him 
ator off, ond one a mile .oway near by. 
He will go headlong against a bam or 
a rook, orovera prooipice, os If ho were 
totally blind. The animal will, per- 
haps, let ono get close to him, then 
suddenly and wildly run away at full 
8i>ood uiid ua auddonly atop, turn 
oround, ond It moy be, oome right 
hack, atop *hart, *taro, "and aot like 
mad."^

Ilariliug nnd given by the Profesnor 
foi' a loeoe'd aninial is as ftillows: 
♦'Fuivorized o.\tra<;t belladonna, 10 
gra; corrosive sublirnalo, 1 to li grs. ; 
licorice, 1 oz, ; glycerine, q, a. Mix. 
Make a tiiln paite, and ^ve a table- 
spOoilftfl.'' The belladonna and mer^ 
cury may bo incroa.sed according to 
the severity of I he symptoms. Opium 
combined with the helhidonna ini;,^ht 
bo atlvantageous at the bo^'innin<: of 
thu diseusu. Mild nnd non-irrituling 
Article* of food only should be given, 
such OS oil cake, eto." A veterinarian 
In Qarden City rocommonded tho np- 
plIcMlon of n bll8t<u' behind tho l ar. 
This might be good, as also any c(um- 
tor-irritant application aloni^ tho spine, 
odds Prof. .Savro.—y, 1'. ll er/<(.

COTTON-STALK PULP. 

A l>r.crli)ti<,i) or tlia I'pooo.t Kioplojrod In 
ItN MllIMirHrtur,-, 

For several weeks there havo been 
onexbibithui iu the ollico of the clerk 
Q|.,tbf Suprome Court siimplus of pulp 
Ifade of tho hulls and stalks of tho 
cotton plant. Tlio pulp is as white ns 
anow, andean bo coiiv<'rtod into the 
llnest wilthi" ii iiier. It is rei:ar<le(l ns 
vahnili'' , I !'! I ■ llii' pi-e.lii.i of |iarts 
of tho cotton plant hitherto d.-enied 
jvaiuelpas. 
•The' proocgs by which (t is made is 
ri6)f. f-tt' (s a process by whioh tho 
llgnAnis suliBtaacos of tho hulls aud 
seeds are (llsBolred. By this process 
o\fr .'lO i)er cent, of the tlher is e\'- 
trni'Ied from the Inllls, wliich have 
been rlicar-ded us lit only f<pi' fn. I in tho 
mills or for feed and feci iUting. pur- 
]>osos, and which wero sold for |t a 
;loa. Those, convortud ia|o pulp, will 
be worth 140 o ton." "From tho 
stalks usually loft to rot in the fields 
this now proen.sa utili;ccs about .'W 
Jier cent, of liber at a v^-ry small ex- 
pense. It bos boon settled that thero 

ore fertUbing propertiae In thu oU of 

tho cotton eoed, and It Is assorted that 
the liber will not decompose for six 
years and can not be usoil h« a fertil- 
izer.

Many peraons suppose thot the birds 
ore free from his depredations bocauso 
he is so dimlnutivo as to oscnpo notice, 
but givo biin a few Jays' grace, and ho 
nnd his male will niultiply so rapidly 
that countless millions will he piHjsent, 
and ill uvcry crook ond cruvieo. ■ It 
will bo only nocossary to phicu a white 
rag on thu walls of tho poultry bouse, 
or even tiuicb any part with tho hood, 
to lind out If they are tliero. Thoy do 
more donniire at iiii,'h1 than during Iho 
day, :ind as tin ir Miiall si/e enables 
them to hide almost anywhere, the 
host way to desii-oy them Is to tnoke a 
thin, bot whitewiusli, add a tablespooa- 
fnl of strong liquid carbolic acid to 
each gallon of whitewash, and, with a 
wat.'ring oiiu, sprinkle (or pour. If 
nect.'ssary.) it into every portion of the 
jioullry house, and then follow with a 
swab (H" In-iish. Let no part of tho 
house uscui>o—i'uosts,wnllB, uoste, lluora 
and even tho roots must bo doluged. 

The tick louse Is o largO fellow, 
nuurly onc-olghth of an inch In length, 
ilnrk in color with logs noor tho hend. 
lie [Prefers tho hoods of chicks, and 
Ktii'Us closo to hia victim. He does not 
like greiuio, and a mixturquf lord threu 
part^t, crudo petroleum one port, and 
oarboliu acid ono-tentb port, rubbod-On 
the head, around the vent, with Urop 
under tho throat, and a good ducting 
of tho chick with Persian Insect pow- 
der is more than his ooiistltutton will 
I'udure, and ho quickly succumbs or 
leaves, 

Tho llosh louso, so oallud liecouso it 
la neorly the color of tho flesh df the 
fowls, 1* very octlvo, long In shape, 
end bed* OlMO to the roots of tho 
feotheri A ^ood dusting with Persian 
Insect powder renders bis iocatiim vory 
unhealthy, and mice he isoiil of the way, 
tho dust hath will prevent his return. 

The flat louso is buff in color, and 
eata portions of the feathora, often 
stripping the quill* deoo, giving the 
bird* the appearance at havlnf lo*t 
their /eallMrf. pott thatowla freely 
witk liMT po«i*fi tmA mpM* three 
timbs a week. 

it is important to koep the quarters 
cioau. The whitewash solution should 
be applied every week. If this la. done 
with o sprinkler. It will require but o 
tew moments' time. Dust Persian In.

Never grease ony part of o fowl or
